The stamp is an 8sen violet, 
Scott A90. The card is mailed 
from Kobe Japan and our cor- 
respondent tells us that it has 
a slogan cancellation which 
reads “Buy War Bonds First 
and Serve Your Country”. 
The U. S. Censor stamp is also 
apparent on the card. 

We also thank our corres- 
pondent for a cover from the 
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\ SEs 
famous ship “Gripsholm”, 
There is nothing about’ the 


cover to make it outstanding 
except that it has the name of 
the ship on the flap at back, 
is inscribed in writing in up- 
per left corner on front with 
name of person who mailed it 
and wth the words “c/o M. S. 
Gripsholm”, The cover bears a 
pair of the 1%c Marthas and 
is cancelled in New York on 
January 4, 1944, addressed to 
a War Relocation Camp and 
has the customary censor 
tape.

He also 
prepared one a hand drawn cover 
with a map of the invasion area 
and other appropriate embellish- 
ment. 

J. Neal Griffith of Clearfield, 
Pa., rushed through a cover with 
a fully typewritten, but brief 
statement concerning the day with 
time and place. 

John F. Sweet, PCEC secretary 
used a handstamp which is tied 
in with the cancellation. 

Kenneth N. Rinker of Sorento, 
Ill. ,had a specialy printed cover 
with the leading line, “Libera- 
tion Day.” 

Claude A. Wehinger of Lowell, 
Mass. sends two printed covers, 
each different and quite attrac- 
tive. 

Wm. A. Temple of Des Moines 
issued another of his neat covers 
with the label tied in with the 
postmark and thus making a very 
real cover. The picture is attrac- 
tive and the wording appropriate. 
Mr. Temple issued 82 of these 
covers which should become much 
wanted pieces. 

R. P. Boone of Wilmington, N. 
C. rushed through _ several. at- 
tractive covers and all appropri- 
ately printed and worded for 
events from the fall of Rome to 
the cover for D Day. 

The next big events in this 
war will be the launching of the 
Russian offensive or perhaps an- 
other landing by Allied forces in 
another part of Europe. The fall 
of Paris will call for appropriate 
covers. Wise collectors will plan 
ahead for all possibe great dates 
and thus have them covered in a 
proper manner. 











t meeting of the Chicago Philatelic 
SSociety. At that time he exhibited 
from his collection two albums of 
stamps, mostly the “presidentials” 
and mostly concerned with mod- 
ern obliterations. 

We wonder if Mr. Joh! really 
has any idea of what his sugges- 
tion may mean.

All that is needed is 
a leader, a man who will give his 
time and knowledge to help the 
thousands of collectors who would 
and should become interested in 
this field which is the most virgin 
field for study and for real finds 
that is open to collectors today. 

United States stamps have been 
the chief interest of most Amer- 
ican collectors yet there are too 
many of them who will never ac- 
cumulate anything other than a 
mediocre collection because they 
can not go into the market and 
buy the fine early items which are 
all too frequently exploited in the 
stamp press. 

Give these collectors a leader, 
interest them in the waste baskets 
of their offices, and you will de- 
velop some remarkable _ collec- 
tions of these issues and at the 
same time develop some new stu- 
dents because these collectors will 
have the opportunity to acquire 
by personal hunt and search and 
from their friends in large indus- 
tries who receive heavy mail, col- 
lections that will become out- 
standing in their field. 

It is a fact that many collec- 
tors who have the urge to special- 
ize know little or nothing about 
how to proceed and just what to 
do and how to do it. Lay out 
plans, indicate the many various 
types of cancellations that may 
be classified and gathered. Show 
them what to do and tell them

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NOVELTY STATIONERY!? 


I read with much interest Mr. 
Sweet’s recent article in Linn’s 
in which he refers to patriotic 
covers as “novelty stationery” and 
being in the same category as pic- 
ture postcards. I quite agree with 
his statement as to the impossi- 
bility of acquiring a complete col- 
lection of patriotic covers but 
must take exception to his clas- 
sification of them as “novelty sta- 
tionery.” If this is true, then our 
first day covers, censored covers, 
first flights, etc., are merely uni- 
que bits of stationery and our 
treasured postage stamps might 
as well be called “bits of colored 
paper.” 

I have never entertained the 
slightest hope of acquiring even 
a “near complete” collection of 
patriotic covers. However, I save 
all of the varieties I run across 
and carefully file them away, not 
attempting to mount them in al- 
bums until after the war. When 
the war is over I will then assem- 
ble my covers in various groups 
such as those honoring our war 
leaders and heroes, those com- 
memorating great events of the 
war, war bond slogans, patriotic 
emblems, comics, etc. arranging 
in such a fashion as to reflect the 
history of the present war. There 
will of course be many covers I 
will not care to mount in my al- 
bum and these will more than 
likely be stowed away in an old 
shoe box in the attic for future 
generations to discover some day! 

It is quite true that there are 
many cheaply printed and poorly 
designed patriotics on the mar- 
ket but we should not be too 
hasty to condemn the fellow with 
a “ten dollar press” and a “hand 
full of stock-cuts” who, in all 
probability, was very sincere in 
his efforts to produce something 
of a patriotic nature and do his 
little bit toward taking a whack at 
the axis. 90% of the patriotic 
cover producers make little or no 
profit from the “novelty station- 
ery” they dispose of, and print 
these envelopes merely because 
they wish to contribute something 
of their own creation to help 
along the hobby of patriotic cov- 
er collecting. 

Instead of giving the small 
printer a “kick in the pants” for 
publishing a set of crudely de- 
signed patriotics, why not give 
him a pat on the shoulder and 
encourage him to keep at it. May- 
be the next batch of covers he 
publishes will be much better, so, 
let’s be a bit more tolerant of the 
“amateur” printer. After all there 
have been close to a hundred of 
the P. C. E. C. members who have

DOWN 10 THE POINT 


The whole of stamp collecting, 
whether you are a dealer or a 
collector, is based on good faith. 
Let us be truthful and admit 
that philately, to a non-collector 
still comes under the category of 
child play. No use going into a 
defense of our hobby. All of us 
know that our _ non-collector 
friends still wonder whether we 
have gone back to our baby days, 
and continue to think along those 
lines until they are shown a 
stamp publication which carries 
advertisements of single stamps 
ranging from one hundred dollars 
up, or are made to understand 
that stamps have an investment 
possibility. Almost any other 
hobby has a wider range of par- 
ticipants or adherants. There are 
millions of players of bridge, 
poker, gin rummy, or _ baseball, 
football or sports fans. You can 
walk into a group of people and 
start a discussion of politics, the 
war and kindred subjects, and a 
general conversation is under 
way. Unless you belong to a 
stamp club or know other collec- 
tors, a conversation on stamps, in 
a group, is a monologue which is 
attentively listened to for a short 
while out of the consideration 
your friends have for you. 

All of us know why stamps are 
interesting, and we realize that it 
is not merely a child’s plaything. 
So much has been written in de- 
fense of the hobby that it is a 
waste of valuable newsprint to 
repeat it here. 

But because of the attitude of 
the 140,000,000 Americans toward 
stamp collecting as a whole, 
stamp collecting and philately in 
general is something quite apart 
from the rest of the American 
scene. 

Estimates of the following in 
our hobby ranges from one to ten 
million collectors, and those fig- 
ures run to 1/140th to 1/14th of 
the population of the United 
States. We are, therefore, only a 
minute percentage of the entire 
population. 

As a small group, it therefore 
behooves us, to really examine 
ourselves. Philately, along with 
every other business, has recently 
enjoyed a great prosperity and an 
added number of collectors, both 
new and those who have renew- 
ed their activities due to increas- 
ed incomes. 

Unfortunately, and unlike 
many other hobbies, philately has 
no recognized critic. If you’re a 
movie fan, a Jimmie Fidler, Lou- 
ella Parsons, Heda Hopper of 
your favoriate newspaper critic is 
a guide to motion pictures. Thea- 
ters are pretty well covered by a 
theatrical publication known as 
VARIETY. Since there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of stamps, 
what a Jimmy Fidler, etc. would 
think of the latest one peso 
stamp from Paraguay is un-im- 
portant. But philately needs a

critic and there is much to be 
criticized. 

Any hobby that must bridge 
such oddities as the recent Richi- 
lieu overprint, the Phillipine re- 
prints and the great number of 
stamps that are recognized by 
the Sanabria catalogue and not 
recognized by Scott badly needs 
someone to crack the whip. 

I have had long conversations 
with collectors, dealers and edi- 
tors on this subject. They all a- 
gree that someone ought to start 
cracking the whip, yet no one 
dares raise a hand. Odd too, be- 
cause it is for their common good 
that someone call a spade a spade, 
in a hobby that is based wholly 
on the good faith that should ex- 
ist between collector and dealer 
and between collector and deal- 
er and the editor of this or any 
stamp publication. 

I have had long correspondence 
with the editor of this publica- 
tion. He is generally known to 
be a pretty fearless individual. 
He has in the past been willing 
to call a spade a spade, and I 
am informed that he has suffer- 
ed for his honesty. 

Since I have not been invited 
to disclose the details of our cor- 
respondence I will only say that 
the stamp dealers of this country 
ought to back up any editor, 
George Linn or anyone else, that 
will take a step forward to clean 
up this stamp business, and keep 
it clean. If the old adage of one 
bad apple can.spoil a barrel holds 
true, then one bad condition in 
this hobby, can spoil the whole 
picture. 

Remember, that as stamp col- 
lecting grows in popularity, and 
more dealers enter the picture, it 
emerges from small enterprise to 
big business. And big business 
must be conducted with someone 
wielding a big stick. If you disa- 
gree, I call your attention to the 
great need for anti-trust laws in- 
stituted during Theodore Roose- 
velts incumbency and the more 
recent legislation against public 
utility corporations and the regu- 
lation of the stock market. For- 
tunately, our hobby does not 
need governmental regulation. It 
does need, and badly, an editor 
who will call the cards as they 
are played, and it behooves the 
collectors and dealers to back 
him to the hilt, instead of with- 
drawing their support if the 
whip stinges the seat of their 
pants, 

In succeeding articles, I intend 
to be more specific—to GET

~ The usual monthly list of new 
plates made and of plates sent to 
press during the month of May 
has appeared quite promptly this 
month and we are listing them 
below. 

Following are new plate num- 
bers assigned to new plates made 
for various stamps. 

For the new 3c Steamship com- 
memorative, there are three plates, 
numbers 23145-6-7, all 200 sub- 
ject, electric eye plates. 

For the 3c Telegraph commem- 
orative also three plates, numbers 


23151-2-3, all electric eye, 200 
subject plates. . 
Kor the current postage due 


series, three new plates of 400 
subjects, electric eye, are an- 
nounced. These are for the 5c 
value, plate number 23148; for 
the 10c value, plate number 23149 
and for the 30c value, plate num- 
ber 23150. We also note later in 
the list, two new plates for the 2c 
due of the same pattern, plates 
number 23156-7. 

The Win The War stamp comes 
on two new 400 subject plates the 
numbers being 23154-5, both elec 
tric eye. 


The list of plates sent to press 
and printed during the month of 
May is equally large and is as 
follows: 

For the 3c Railroad stamp, 
plates 23142-3, both 200 subject, 
electric eye. 

For the 3c Steamship stamp, 
plates 23145-6, both 200 subject 
electric eye. 

For the 3c Telegraph stamp, 
plates 23151-2, both 200 subject, 
electric eye. 

For the 3c Win The War stamp 
two plates of 400 subjects, elec- 
tric eye, numbers 23079-80. 

The 6c Air Mail stamp, plates 
number 23111-12, both 200 sub- 
ject, electric eye. 


It is interestng to note that for 
the Steamship and the Telegraph 
stamp listed above that three 
plates were made for each of the 
stamps but that only two plates 
were printed from, possibly the 
other plate may be used at a lat- 
er date in June printings. 

We should also note that the 
two new plates for the 6c air 
stamp are evidence of the heavy 
demand for this stamp for Sol- 
diers mail, since its use on regu- 
lar mail by the public is no lon- 
ger permissible. This is an indi- 
cation of the heavy volumn of 
mail to the poys in the service at 
home and abroad. 


Thus far there are no further 
announcements on the two pre- 
viously announced stamps for the 
Philippines and Korea.

Here is a little more data on 
the Athens, Ohio first flight on 
AM-49B (May 15, 1944) which I 
have been mentioning during the 
past two weeks. There were 9861 
pieces of mail flown north to 
Parkersburg and Pittsburgh; while 
only 180 pieces of mail were car- 
ried southbound to Pomeroy and 
Huntington. The southbound 
flight "oe" from Athens at 
10:19 A. M. while the northbound 
departure was at 5:30 P. M. 

Incidently, in my column of 
June ist; I mentioned that all cov- 
ers were cancelled at 9:30 A. M. 
Upon investigation of my covers 
again, I discovered that they are 
cancelled at 9:00, and not at the 
time I originally mentioned. The 
Postoffice Dept. report says that 
Southbound covers are cancelled 


©19:00 A. M., and that Northbound 


covers are cancelled at 4:00 P. 
M. However, all of my covers, re- 
gardless of the direction in which 
they were flown, received the 
9:00 A. M. cancllation. 

Raymond Elder was the Pilot 
on both directions; with Victor 
Rickard piloting a second plane 
directly between Athens and Pitts- 
burgh, 


The long-awaited extension of 
AM-40 (Eastern Airlines) from 
Tampa, Fla., southward to Miami 
finally took place on Thursday, 
June Ist, 1944. There were no 
cachets applied to covers at either 
Miami or Tampa, This was evi- 
dently a late afternoon or evening 
flight as covers from Tampa 
(flown southward into Miami) are 
postmarked at 5:30 P. M.; while 
covers flown northward from Mi- 
ami (into Tampa) are postmarked 
at Miami at 6:30 P. M. Right now, 
that’s all the data I have. By 
next week, I should be able to 
give you full details about back- 
stamps. 


Midland and Odessa, Texas, 
were supposed to have been add- 
ed to AM-29 on June Ist. How- 
ever, the situation here is the 
same as that of Big Spring and 
San Angelo which I mentioned 
last week—an unconfirmed rum- 
or. 


The Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration recently granted permis- 
sion to Western Airlines to ac- 
quire Inland Airlines and the lat- 
ter company’s routes and equip- 
ment.

Variation In Flag 
Staff On Luxembourg 


Mr. Charles Pellerin of Lewis- 
town, Maine submits a block of 
ten of the Luxembourg stamps 
in whieh the flag pole shows 
some variations. This block is 
two rows of five across the sheet. 
The stamps at the left show the 
flag pole with a thin line at left 
and what appears to be a fine 
double line at the right. As we 
go to the right across the sheet 
the thin left line remains. the 
same but the lines at the right of 
the flag pole begin to thicken in- 
to a single solid line of more 
width than the left line and the 
stamps as the far right show a 
very light line with the same thin 
line at the left. 

This is an interesting variation 
for those who .thoroughly spec- 
ialize these stamps. You might 
examine other sheets for similar 
varieties.

COLLECTORS AND DEALERS 
PROTEST SHORT ISSUE

Mr. J. Goldberg of Chicago. It is 
stated that the issue was of but 
3500 sets. It was placed on sale 
at the opening of the postoffice on 
May 9th and sold out entirely by 
10 o’clock in the morning. Details 
of the values and plates will be 
found in the Postage Stamp Pa- 
arde column of this week. 

It is stated that a large U. S. 
Wholesale dealer remitted cash 
in advance for 2600 sets. Dealers 
in Ecuador protested against let- 
ting that many sets go to this 
party and we are advised he will 
receive 500 sets only. The balance 
being sold to dealers and the pub- 
lic in Ecuador. 

As an example of what Ameri- 
can dealers and collectors can 
expect, Mr. Goldberg adivses us 
that he paid in advance for 100 
sets and that he got exactly four 
sets unused and one set used on 
cover. 

It should be evident to anyone 
that an issue so restricted as this 
with a probable face value of 
about $2.71 including both postal 
value and surtax value, will rap- 
idly advance in price far beyond 
its face value since regardless of 
any previous action or dislike for 
such things by collectors, there 
are always enough who will grab 
these issues since past experience 
has shown us that the collector 
soon forgets the stinking taste of 
such stamps and their future val- 
ue is assured. 

Collectors will have to put up 
with such things just so long as 
we as a group continue to pur- 
chase such issues and make no 
real effort to correct these things. 

The quesion then arises as to 
how collectors can combat the 
evils of Philately of which this 
sort of stamp issues is one of the 
principal ones. 

It would seem high time that 
stamp collecting should be recog- 
nized by stamp collectors as well 
as dealers as something more than 
a plaything. Just so long as we 
as collectors insist on acting like 
we do we will be besieged by 
such issues as this,\and hounded 
by other evils that infest our 
hobby. 

Baseball has its Judge Landis, 
the movies have their critics, can 
we not have in Philately some 
sound leader or some group, of 
men who will have the fearless- 
ness to attack these evils. 

Our own personal opinion is 
that the stamp dealing fraternity 
of America owe it to the collector 
patrons to set up plans that will 
guide the collector in the right di- 
rection and expose any and all

PATRIOTIC POSTER STAMPS 
Although there are many patri- 
otic collectors using poster stamps 
as additional embellishments on 
their patriotic covers, there are 
not many who are using them 
wisely or philatelically correct. 
To be of any future value “on 
cover’, poster stamps, like post- 
age stamps should be “tied on” 
by the postmark else there is no 
proof that they were not applied 
later, which, of course, would nul- 
lify their value. 

A “tied on” stamp is so located 
that it is struck by the original 
postmark in such a manner as to 
prove it was applied previous to 
the cancellation of the cover, viz., 
part of the postmark should be 
on the stamp and the balance on 
the cover. This limits their ef- 
fective- use to the area of the 
cover wherein the postmark is 
usually applied. To use them on 
the left side or the lower portion 
of the cover would normally 
place them beyond reach of the 
postmark. 

Many have been using their 

poster stamps on the backs of 
covers as an envelope seal. 
This practice will never enhance 
the value of the cover philateli- 
cally as they are not “tied on” 
nor do they lend themselves to 
convenient display as it is pos- 
sible only to display one side of 
the cover and the front is usual- 
ly the postally important side. 

The requirement of the “tied 

on” factor for cover accessories is 
one of the fundamentals of cover 
collecting and it would be good 
insurance for us all to give it 
serious consideration in our pa- 
triotic cover collecting. To those 
who create a design or a cachet 
by applying a number of poster 
stamps or seals to a plain enve- 
lope, compromise should be made 
with philatelic customs and re- 
quirements by seeing that at least 
one of the stamps or seals be so 
located that it will be touched 
by the postmark.

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The Story of

the Envelope 








When you receive a letter, has the question ever come to you, 
Who was it that invented the envelope? During thousands of years 
of writing by man, no one, it seems, ever thought of making just 
this sort of cover for a message or letter. The people of hree or faur 
thousand years ago, especially the Babylonians and the Egyptians, 
often wrote messages on clay plates, then baked the plates, sprinkled 


them with smooth powder, 
then put an outer covering of clay 
all around the letter. This outer 
cover was sometimes baked also, 
or frequently simply allowed to 
dry, and then the epistle was 
ready to be sent. When the one 
for whom it was intended receiv- 
ed it, he simply cracked this outer 
clay crust with a tiny hammer, 
stripped off the broken pieces, 
and found his baked letter ready 
to be ready. The powder sprink- 
led over it had prevented the cov- 
ering from sticking to it. 

Sometimes among the Egypti- 
ans and people of ancient India 
the letter was written on dried 
seeds flattened out and pressed 
together into a sort of paper call- 
ed papyrus, and then this was 
covered with strips of the same 
“naterial placed at right angles to 
the message and gummed at the 
corners. Then for hundreds. of 
years, during the Dark Ages and 
the medieval days, when sheep- 
skin parchment of a crude form 
of paper was in use, it was the 
custom to write the letter so as 
to leave the back of the last sheet 
blank and then fold this sheet so 
that its blank side could be used 
for the address. The corners of 
the folded message were held to- 
gether with sealing wax, a very 
necessary article on every writing 
table in those days. 

It would seem that the first man 
ever mentioned as an envelope 
maker was a Frenchman named 
deValayer. As long ago as 1653 he 
obtained a permit from the King 
of France to manufacture and sell 
in Paris envelopes with stamps 
on them, or, as we now say, post- 
paid. The idea was slow, however, 
in being followed and, evidently, 
it was not until 1700 that England 
began to use such covers. In fact 
the very first time that we can 
find the word “envelope” used in 
the English language as the name 
of such a cover for a letter was 
in 1714, when a certain Bishop 
Burnett wrote down the word. 

Even as late as 1825, Charles 
Lamb, the English Essayist, men- 
tioned the envelope as a novelty. 
And, indeed, even at that time, 
both the French and the British 
looked upon it as such a luxury 
that it was made of the daintiest,

most expensive paper and could 
be afforded by only the most 
wealthy. 

The first man to make a busi- 
ness of manufacturing envelopes 
in England was a certain Brewer 
of Brighton, who began in 1830 
to cut them out by hand. 

Here in America they were be- 
ing made by Edward Maxwell of 
Louisville, Kentucky, as early as 
1835; in fact it is claimed that he 
cut out with his pen knife every 
envelope sold in Louisville be- 
tween 1825 and 1840. But yet that 
was not necessarily a great many, 
for as late as Civil War days thou- 
sands of letters written in Amer- 
ica were still folded with the 
blank last page to be used for the 
address. 

In those old days the flap of the 
envelope was not gummed, as it 
is today, and every letter writer 
had to have a tiny wafer of seal- 
ing wax on hand for fastening 
even a regular or bought enve- 
lope. 
In 1840, however, an envelope 
with a piece of gum about a half 
inch square fastened to the flap, 
was put upon the market, and this 
proved so popular that the older 
kind went out of fashion. 

When about 1845, envelope 
makers began to gum the entire 
flap there was loud complaint 
from buyers for the reason that 
the glue required too much lick- 
ing and also had an unpleasant 
taste. 

But by 1850 the use of mint in 
the gum had largely overcome 
this prejudice and those who 
wished to seem up-to-date, es- 
pecially in business circles, bought 
the new-fangled envelope. As 
late, however, as 1850 more than 
ten out of every hundred letters 
mailed in Great Britain used the 
folded last page instead of an en- 
velope, and as late as 1855 such a 
substitute for the envelope was 
still exceedingly common in 
America. 

It is a long step from the baked 
clay wrapper of the ancient Baby- 
lonian letter-to the strong, light, 
dainty letter cover of our day, but 
the purpose has doubtless always 
been the same; to keep the mess- 
age for the eyes alone of the one 
for whom it was intended and to 
protect it fro mdamage on its 
journey to him. 

The old timer has been on the 
lookout for years, trying to locate 
one of those 1835 handmade en- 
velopes made in good old Louis- 
ville, Kentucky. No such luck. 
—Louisville Stamp Society Bulle- 
tin. 


Record Prices Noted 
In H. R. Harmer Sale 
Of Emerson's Brazil 








Record prices which left the 
catalogue far, far behind were bid 
for fine old Brazil when H. R. 
Harmer, 32 E. 57th St.,.New York 
22, sold the Dr. J. F. Emerson col- 
lection of Empire Issues of Bra- 
zil May 23-24. The 585 lots, in- 
cluding a few items from the 
Napier collection, brought a total 
of $15,706. 

Lot after lot of handsome 
Bullseyes went for well over cat- 
alogue figures, and one magnif- 
icent, fresh marginal copy of the 
60-reis with a purple cancellation, 
listing at $10, sold for $102. The 
bidding on this brilliant stamp 
started at $82, 

The slanting numerals, the rare 
cancellations and the combination 
covers of Dom Pedros and pre- 
ceding issues all fetched record 
prices,

perience of auctions,’ comment- 
ed H. R. Harmer, “I have no re-

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collection of any sale that has 
brought such enormously higher 
prices than had been hitherto ob- 
tained for Brazil. 

“It goes to show that Brazilian 
collectors are recognizing, much 
as collectors of United States 
stamps do, that rare postmarks, 
superb mint copies and brilliant 
multiples have to be paid for in 
prices that bear no comparison 
with catalogue quotations.” 

The four-volume exhibition col- 
lection of Dom Pedro postmarks, 
including 1,770 stamps with many 
rare cancellations, was sold for 

Another cover bearing a strip 
of three of the 90 reis and a 
30 reis was sold for $335. Other 
Bullseye realizz tions: 

Superb used copies of the 30 
reis, cataloguing $17.50, sold for 
$21.50, $24, $25 and $28. Three of 
the best unused copies, cataloging 
$50, went for $51, $56 and 58. A 
used pair brought 62, a pair on 
cover, $61, and two unused pairs 
$120 and $160. 

The 60 reis catalogs $10 used. 
An orange postmarked one went 
for $56, other at $16, $20, $27 
(three at this figure), $28 and 
$32. An unused specimen, cata- 
loging $35, sold at $40. Two cov- 
ers with singles brought $48 and 
$52, a cover with a pair, $89. Two 
used pairs fetched $51 and $56. A 
single used on piece with rare 
postmark brough $31. 

Used copies of the 90 reis, with 
a catalogue value of $50, brought 
$54, $56, $61, $68, $70, $71, $80 
and $84. An unused copy (cata- 
logue $150) drew a bid of $172. 
Two used pairs fetched $156 and 
$170. 

Four lots of Slanting Figures 
brought remarkably high prices: 
A used block of eight of the 90 
reis, $315. A block of four of the 
60 reis on cover, $41. A used 180 
reis gray black, $105. A used 600 
reis gray black, $155. 

Of the Square Figures, five 
blocks drew noteworthy bids: 
Used block of 10 of the 180r, $85. 
Two unused biocks of 20 of 10r, 
$82 and $84. Used block of 42 of 
the 60r, $68. Unused block of 
four of the 600r, $84. 

The _ outstanding postmarks 
item among the Square Figures 
was the cover with the unique 
Dom Pedro II Railroad mark on 
the 60r, which brought $36. The 
stamp itself catalogues but 10 
cents. The unique yellow “Rezen- 
de” postmark on the 30r (also a 
10c stamp) sold for $28. A cross- 
road design in green on the 30r 
brought $8.50. A strip of three of 
the 30r with a straight-line town 
postmark in frame was bid in at 
$8.50. 

Seven covers of the 10-cent 
60r Square Figures of 1850 sold 
for prices ranging from $8.50 to 
$24 


Three unused blocks of the 1854 
blue Square Figures brought out- 
standing prices: A block of nine 
of the 10r, $27. A block of 20 of 
the 10r, $85. A block of 12 of the 
30r, $85. 

Unused copies of the 280r red 
Square Figure of 1861 sold for 
$16 and $16.50, and a pair went 
for $42. A mint and a used copy 
of the 430r yellow brought $26.50 
and $21, and a used pair was bid 
in at $42. A vertical strip of three 
430r on piece with a 3c rose U.S. 
of 1861 sold for $60. 

A few of the interesting Dom 
Pedro prices: No. 53b mint, $29. 
No. 54 unused block of 54, $80. 
No. 54c and No. 56a unused, $25. 
No. 60, block of four used, $38, 
block of six used, $52. No. 69, 
unused block of 45, $160. 

A tete-beche pair of the 100r 
Liberty Head (No 109b), unused, 
and cataloguing $85, realized $155, 
which is almost certainly more 
than double what it has previous- 
ly brought at auction.

Precancel Pricing 
Is Done By Buyers, 
Not By The Sellers 





Take as a whole, we believe 
that the pricing in the Bureau 
Precancel Catalogue is more ac- 
curate than in the General cata- 
logue, yet no catalogue can ever 
be perfect. One thing that helps 
in the precancel catalogue is the 
division of the stamps into sev- 
eral different grades of.condition 
for we all know that condition 
is the first consideration in ar- 
riving at a price. 


Perhaps if the Scott Catalogue 
would set up in a general way 
three or four divisions of condi- 
tion and announce that catalogue 
prices were for the A quality 
and that the B quality was sub- 
ject to 25% discount, the C qual- 
ity subject to 50% discount and 
the D quality subject to 75% 
discount, we would: have a far 
better guide to values on ail 
stamps. 

This however would be a far 
more difficult thing to accom- 
plish in a general catalogue than 
in a precancel catalogue wherc 
the average condition for the pre- 
cancel group is rather definite 
and in general stamps, conditions 
vary for each country, especially 
in older stamps. Perhaps in a 
general catalogue, this grading 
and discounting for condition 
would have to be specified for 
different countries and for early 
issues the grading would have 
to be different. 

What we started to tell about 
however was that Bureau Pre- 
cancels are priced by the buy- 
ers, rather than the sellers. That 
is the catalogue prices are fixed 
by one who does not pose as a 
dealer but as a collector. This 
system, while it seems to work 
out very well is successful only 
because the man who does the 
pricing makes a very strenuous 
attempt to learn facts and figures 
and to be fair and honest in his 
figures, no matter who it hurts. 
This is evidenced by pricing of a 
recent Chicago item, the le 
#471 in the Bureau Catalog. The 
stamp has been touted for a 
scarce item for some time, yet 
many collectors are inclined to 
think it not so scarce, but close- 
ly held by a certain crowd. When 
such things develop the catalogue 
price is usually put at a price 
that will force the holders to un- 
load below their figure. The sys- 
tem is good and legitimate, for 
it prevents speculation on the 
part of those who are inclined 
to try to exact the last penny for 
a stamp.
